Children at apartment complex being 
hit in crossfire as shootings on the rise

Episodes of gun violence — the latest wounding a 
15-year-old girl while she slept in her bed — at the 
Suncrest Court Apartments in northwest Fort Lau- 
derdale have residents fed up and on edge but too 
scared to talk. 

On Tuesday evening about three dozen people, 
mostly mothers, turned out for a community exchange 

with city police officers. They ex- 
pressed their concerns and fears —

“They know who it is but they 
don’t want to tell” she said of wit- 
nesses to early Monday morning’s 
drive-by shooting in the neighbor- 
hood tucked west of Interstate 95 
and north of West Sunrise Boule- 
vard. Several homes were scarred by gunfire in the 
incident. 

“Every Sunday it’s the same thing, shots after 10 
o’clock,” another woman said. 

“When we come out our doors we have to duck and 
dive and look around,” a mother of two said. “We can’t 
even let our kids walk to school.” 

“My next-door neighbor has six bullet holes,” said 
another.

NEW YORK — A man in a rented 
pickup truck mowed down pedestrians 
and cyclists along a busy bike path near 
the World Trade Center memorial Tues- 
day, killing at least eight and injuring 1 
others in what the mayor called “a par- 
ticularly cowardly act of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the abdomen by 
police and taken into custody after jump- 
ing out of the truck with what turned out 
to be a fake gun in each hand and shouting 
“Allahu Akbar!” or “God is great” in Ar- 
abic, officials said. 

The man underwent surgery and was 
expected to survive. 

Two law enforcement officials who 
were not authorized to discuss the inves- 
tigation and spoke on condition of ano-
